EDL in plans 
for summer 
gathering

THE English Defence League 
has said it is planning a festi¬ 
val this summer, Luton on 
Sunday can reveal. 

Kevin Carroll, the joint-lead¬ 
er of the group, said that the 
EDL will ‘be coming back to 
Luton’ this year’ and holding 
a festival in St George’s 
Square. 

Last year the EDL cancelled 
a rally after an intervention 
from Lenos Wilson of the Non 
Violence Alliance. 

But Mr Carroll, who came 
fourth in last year’s PCC elec¬ 
tion, said they were consider¬ 
ing a festival as opposed to 
doing another demonstra¬ 
tion. 

He said: “We’ll be coming 
back to Luton this year that’s 
for sure. 

“We did consider, from the 
demonstration point of view, 
but then we thought about a 
festival. We are going to call it 
Love EDL Hate Racism and 
then we can have bands, 
music and entertainment.” 

Last week LoS reported that 


Luton Council had put in 
place a new policy stating its 
intention of opposing events 
in the town centre which it 
deemed as negatively affect¬ 
ing the community and 
harming the town’s reputa¬ 
tion. 

The policy applies to St 
George’s Square and Market 
Hill which have been desig¬ 
nated as ‘public open spaces’ 
and Manchester Street, Town 
Hall Square and Park Square 
which are ‘public highways’. 

Mr Carroll said: “That’s not a 
policy, that’s a tyrannical dic¬ 
tatorship. 

“That’s them saying ‘okay 
because we do not like the 
EDL we’ll use every and any 
excuse to defame them or 
demonise them so we’ll stop 
and get them banned. 

“That’s not right is it? That’s 
part of the reason there is a 
problem in this town and the 
country as it is. 

“We are not being heard. 
You’ve got a whole section of 
the community that are not 
being allowed to get their 
voice heard and they’ve got 
genuine fears and concerns.” 


Mr Carroll also said that the 
group would be inviting a 
host of international speakers 
including controversial Dutch 
politician Geert Wilders and 
Danish activist Anders 
Gravers Pedersen. 

He also said that American 
activists Pamela Geller, 
Robert Spencer and Rabbi 
Nachum Shifren were being 
lined up. 

Over the past few years 
marches held by the EDL and 
counter-protests by the UAL 
in the town have led to busi¬ 
nesses being shut and wide¬ 
spread media coverage. 

The EDL’s other joint-leader 
Stephen Lennon is currently 
serving time in prison for 
travelling to the USA on some¬ 
one else’s passport. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Any group wishing to hold an 
event within Luton should 
first contact the local council 
to ensure that all appropriate 
measures are followed to 
ensure that the people attend¬ 
ing are safe.” 

The council said it has not 
had any contact from the EDL 
regarding a festival.

Life for man guilty of 
drink-fuelled murder

A MAN who argued with a house 
mate has been found guilty of 
murder and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Konrad Kaczynski, 30, of 
Stockwood Crescent had pleaded 
not guilty to killing 51-year-old 
Wlodzimierz Jablonski after 
detectives launched a murder 
investigation in August 2012. 

The court heard how Kaczynski 
had been involved in an argument 
with the victim on Wednesday, 
August 7, as they drank alcohol 
and watched TV in a house they 
shared with several other people. 

Bedfordshire Police were called 
to the address at 8.30pm after 
receiving reports of a disturbance. 

Officers found Mr fablonski suf¬ 
fering with head injuries and 
administered first aid until the 
Ambulance Service arrived and 
took him to hospital where he died 
seven days later. A post mortem 
later confirmed the cause of death

was due to a brain injury. 

At Luton Crown Court on Friday, 
the jury found Kaczynski guilty of 
murder by a unanimous verdict. 
Judge Richard Foster sentenced 
him to life imprisonment, adding 
that he must serve a minimum of 
14 years before he can apply for 
parole. 

Senior investigating officer, 
Detective Inspector John Arthur, 
said on hearing the verdict: “This 


case illustrates the dangers that 
excess alcohol poses and how a 
simple argument can leave a man 
dead and his family grieving.” 

At the end of the trial, Mr 
Jablonski’s niece, Jolanta Graczyk, 
who lives in Luton, said: “Our 
family is devastated by the loss of 
my uncle. 

“To be taken away from us was 
heartbreaking for all our family - 
he will never be forgotten.” 


Airport protesters stage demo at town hall 


A GROUP of residents who are against 
plans to expand Luton Airport held a 
demonstration on Friday. 

Ten protesters arrived at the town 
hall with a bed - to symbolise the 
sleepless nights that they fear they 
will endure if proposals go ahead and 
more night flights are carried out. 

The group then took the bed, which 
was signed with 80 names of those 
against the airport plans, into the 
town hall and left it in reception for 
the leader of the council, Hazel 
Simmons. 

Chris Nickolay, 62, of Breachwood 
Green, Hitchin, organised the stunt. 
He said: “I and many others are com¬ 
pletely opposed to these plans and 
will fight to stop them being put 
through.” 

A spokesman for Luton Airport said: 
“It would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment while the statutory consultation 
period is ongoing.”

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Horse DNA in Whitbread products 


A DUNSTABLE company is the latest to 
become embroiled in the scandal over 
contaminated meat. 

Following tests on its meat products, 
Whitbread has found horse DNA in a beef 
lasagne and a beef burger. 

The company said it was shocked by the 
results and apologised to customers. The 
products have been removed from menus 
at its Premier Inn, Brewer’s Fayre, 
Beefeater Grill and Table Table restau¬ 
rants. 

A spokesman for Whitbread said: “At 
Whitbread we take the quality and stand¬ 
ards of our food extremely seriously. 

“Although we have continued to receive 
assurances from our suppliers about the 
meat content of our products, in line with 
Food Standards Agency guidance we have 


carried out independent tests on meat 
products. 

“We sent 30 products to be tested and 
received the results of these tests on 
Thursday, February 14. 

“Two of these products tested positively 
for equine DNA and we immediately 
removed them from our menus. 

“The two affected products were a meat 
lasagne and a beef burger. 

“They will not be replaced until further 
testing has been undertaken and we are 
fully reassured of the integrity of our 
products. 

“We are shocked and disappointed at 
this failure of the processed meat supply 
chain. 

“As an industry it is clear we need the 
supply chain to deliver products to the 


highest standards of food integrity and 
quality that we and our customers expect. 

“We would like to sincerely apologise to 
our customers for any concerns or incon¬ 
venience that this may cause.” 

- Luton Borough Council and Central 
Bedfordshire Council have issued assur¬ 
ances that contaminated beef has not 
been used in school dinners. 

A spokesman for LBC, said: “At present 
there is no plan to remove minced beef 
from the menu. LBC Catering Services do 
not use beef or beef products from any of 
the suppliers mentioned in the media.” 

A Central Bedfordshire Council spokes¬ 
man said: “Schools in Central 
Bedfordshire are responsible for their own 
meals contracts. If parents do have con¬ 
cerns they should get in touch with staff.”

THE MP for Mid-Bedfordshire Nadine 
Dorries is being investigated by a parlia¬ 
mentary watchdog over her expenses. 

It has been revealed that the compli¬ 
ance officer of the Independent 
Parliamentary Standards Authority 
(IPSA) is looking into claims made by 
the controversial politician for accom¬ 
modation and travel. 

Ms Dorries, had previously been inves¬ 
tigated for her expenses in 2010 where 
she agreed to pay back £1,000. 

A statement published on Friday on the 
website of the IPSA compliance officer 
read: “This notice is published in 
accordance with Section 9 and 9A of the 
Parliamentary Standards Act 2009 (as 
amended) and Paragraph 48 of the 
Second Edition of the Procedures for 
Investigations of the Compliance Officer 
for IPSA. 

“The Compliance Officer for the 
Independent Parliamentary Standards 
Authority has reason to believe that Ms 
Nadine Dorries MP may have been paid 
an amount under the MPs’ Scheme of 
Business Costs and Expenses that 
should not have been allowed. 

“An investigation will be conducted 
into claims submitted under the follow¬ 


ing areas of the Third and Fourth 
Editions of the MPs’ Scheme of Business 
Costs and Expenses: Accommodation 
Expenditure; Travel and Subsistence. 

“In accordance with the legislation 
and the procedures for investigation 
made thereunder, no further informa¬ 
tion shall be published until the investi¬ 
gation has been concluded.” 

IPSA said it didn’t wish to add any 
comment. 

Talking to the BBC, Ms Dorries, denied 


she had done anything wrong, saying: “I 
have never claimed a penny in my 
expenses that I shouldn’t have claimed. 

“They suspect that I sublet my flat for 
three months. I certainly didn’t. 

“Any MP that went through the MPs 
expenses scandal would have to be mad 
to have sublet any property since.” 

The MP had her whip suspended by the 
Conservative Party in November after 
she left the country to take part in I’m A 
Celebrity Get Me Out Of Here, pictured.

A&E patients told 
to use GPs more

THE number of patients using 
the town’s accident and emer¬ 
gency department (A&E) has 
risen by more than 16,000 in the 
past two years. 

Luton and Dunstable Hospital’s 
A&E has seen attendances jump 
from 64,000 in 2010 to 80,714 
in 2012, according to official 
figures provided by the hospital. 

This number does not include 
people attending the urgent GP 
clinic which is based at the L&D 
during the day and evening. 

David Kirby, pictured, a senior 
consultant at the hospital, has 
said the rise is due to an increas¬ 
ing population and people not 
using their GPs enough. 

He said: “We have seen a 
dramatic increase in people in to 
the A&E department. 

“The population is expanding; 
it’s transient with many people 
passing through the town to use 
things such as the airport. 

“It’s difficult to say why people 
are coming more but people are 
coming in with things which we 



are not best equipped to treat. 

“Whereas they might have 
gone to the GP they come to us 
now. 

“At the end of the day we can 
attend to them but there are 
other things best suited for GPs 
to deal with. 

“The GPs have a huge amount 
of experience and don’t get me 
wrong they are not crying out for 
your service, but I think they are 
being underused. 

“Very often we send people 
back to their GP. 

“We are more suited to things 
such as acute injures and inju¬ 
ries that have just happened. 


“Long term and serious illness¬ 
es are better dealt with by GPs.” 

The hospital says it spent 
£3million in 2010 to refurbish 
the A&E department so that it 
could ‘aid a smoother flow of 
patients through the hospital’. 

During the past year it has also 
been running community-based 
services where it has been treat¬ 
ing patients with long-term 
chronic illnesses. 

Mr Kirby said: “The L&D has 
spent a lot of money on improv¬ 
ing our front services. 

“We have also got a lot of com¬ 
munity services and they can 
prevent people from becoming 
ill in the first place.” 

A hospital spokeswoman said: 
“We don’t want to discourage 
people who have emergency 
health problems. 

“But we fully support our 
healthcare partners, such as the 
ambulance service, in remind¬ 
ing the public to ask themselves 
whether they really need to 
come straight to A&E? 

“If not, then the GP should 
always be their first port of call 
rather than A&E.”

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Mosque extension 
given green light

COUNCILLORS have given plan¬ 
ning permission for a mosque 
extension after opting to go 
against the recommendations of 
planning officers. 

The decision, made during a 
heated council meeting on 
Wednesday, has given the green 
light for the addition of a first 
floor and a front extension on the 
building on Sarum Road, pictured 
right. 

But restrictions will be placed 
by the council on how the build¬ 
ing can be used. 

A report discussed by council¬ 
lors had recommended that per¬ 
mission be refused as building 
the extensions would result in 
noise and disturbance for neigh¬ 
bouring houses. 



The council had previously 
rejected an application for the 
same property in November 2011. 

The latest submission received 
45 letters of support and ten 
letters of objections, with two 
petitions containing a total of 91 
signatures. 

Austin Smith, 48, a resident who 


has lived on the road for 24 years, 
said: “To me it makes no sense. 
They want to put restrictions but 
how can they police it? 

“I was home last summer when 
they had meetings at midnight. 
How can you police that?” 

Mohammed Ah, 50, who is part 
of the committee at the mosque, 
said: “We’re about promoting 
peace and harmony and not dis¬ 
turbing residents. 

“I don’t know how the restric¬ 
tions will work but we will come 
to an agreement with the council 
on whatever works.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
that conditions had been 
imposed on three other residen¬ 
tial properties that have been 
converted into places of worship 
and that officers were currently 
drawing up the restrictions that 
would apply to the mosque. 


Passenger fined for being drunk on aircraft

Grant axe consultation 
has low response rate

ONLY one in seven schools 
responded to a council consul¬ 
tation on cutting a school uni¬ 
form grant. 

Luton Council wrote to 73 
schools in the borough about its 
plans to axe the annual grant of 
£25 given to eligible children in 
the town to help with the cost of 
purchasing uniforms. 

However, only 13 schools 
responded to the proposals, with 


21 individuals voicing their 
opinion through the council’s 
Community Debate initiative, 
which has cost £15,000 so far. 

The authority said it could not 
name anyone who responded or 
did not respond to its survey. 

On Monday councillors agreed 
the uniform scheme, which costs 
£190,000, would end in April. 

The decision is expected to 
affect around 8,550 children and 
4,000 families in the town. 

A document presented before 
the meeting stated that the 


authority would now work to 
encourage schools to start up 
their own ‘uniform redistribu¬ 
tion schemes’. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
made sure as many people as 
possible knew about the consul¬ 
tation by writing to all schools 
and sending out press releases 
which were picked up by the 
local media. 

“Obviously it was a personal 
choice as to whether people 
wanted to comment on the pro¬ 
posals.”

A CHARITY has responded to 
the Government’s proposals to 
cap care costs at £75,000 by 
calling for a wider debate on the 
quality of services currently on 
offer. 

Colette McKeaveney and Kwaku 
Adjei, from the elderly people 
charity Age Concern, have said 
that while the proposals ‘will 
help some people’, a much bigger 
discussion was needed on what 
kind of care was being offered on 
a national and local level.’ 

Earlier this week The 
Department of Health 
announced that people needing 
social care would pay up to 
£75,000 for the service. 

In 2010 the Government ordered 
a review into the funding of 
social care and support. The 
commission was led by Andrew 
Dilnot and it reported its find¬ 
ings in 2011. 

Mrs McKeaveney said: “The 
care cap will help some people 
but care quality is a much bigger 
debate that we must have. 

“You have care provided for 
people in the community and 
care for people in care homes or 
places such as that. 

“Some elderly residents are get¬ 
ting a total of one hour of per-

sonal contact day through their 
carers. That leaves a long time for 
them to be alone. 

“In the community you have 
one individual doing many jobs 
and seeing different clients. 

“If that person is sick one day or 
is delayed getting to a job because 
of traffic issues, the person need¬ 
ing care is left alone.” 

Mr Adjei said that elderly 
people relying on carers are in a 
vulnerable position because of 
the time constraints on workers. 

He said: “If we say we are going 
to commit to giving people care 


then we must think about it 
properly. Other areas of care are 
well scrutinised but one on one 
care is much harder to regulate. 

“There is such a high turnover 
of staff in individual care. 

“Sometimes elderly people find 
themselves used to someone and 
then they have a new carer the 
next day. 

“These elderly residents get 
lonely and they are vulnerable so 
they feel if they complain they 
will not get any more care. 

“It’s hard getting people to 
speak out.”

Cyclist Ottilie backing 
organ transplant push

A WORLD champion cyclist has 
said that she is ‘delighted’ with 
the response to a national 
campaign aimed at encourag¬ 
ing more people to join the 
organ donor register. 

Ottilie Quince, 30, from Luton, 
received a lifesaving kidney 
transplant from her mum in 
August 2007 after being 
diagnosed with a life-threaten¬ 
ing condition. 

Since then, she has battled 
back to full fitness and is the 
current double British, double 
European and double world 
transplant cycling champion in 
the 5km time trial and the 20m 
road race events. 

Now she says she is over the 
moon with the response to the 
‘From the Heart’ campaign 
organised by ITV which has seen 
more than 35,000 new people 
joining the organ donor register 
in this week alone. 

Ottilie said: “The campaign 
isn’t about pressurising people 
to sign up. 

“But my message would be to 
make an informed choice. 

“There are a lot of misconcep¬ 
tions about organ donation and 
it can be seen as a bit of a taboo 


subject as no-one really wants to 
talk about death. But it is such a 
worthwhile conversation to 
have. 

“The organs from one person 
can be used to save up to nine 
lives and that is a wonderful 
legacy to have. 

“My life would be incompara¬ 
ble and very restricted had I not 
had a kidney transplant. 

“I would not have been able to 
do my job and there is a very real 
chance that I would have had to 
have dialysis treatment three 


times a week. That is why I now 
want to be the best I can be and 
prove to my mum that she made 
the right decision in donating 
her kidney to me.”

NHS CHC is care provided over an extended period of time to 
meet physical or mental health needs that have arisen as a result 
of disability, accident or illness. NHS CHC funding is only provided 
where an individual has a primary health need and requires long 
term healthcare, as opposed to social or residential care. 


The deadline applies to previously un-assessed periods of 
care, which occurred in the following time period:

The deadline for the time period from 1 April 2004 - 
31 March 2011 was 30 September 2012 and is now closed.

This notification should be given within the deadline above.

Wreck-it Ralph has been an unap¬ 
preciated arcade coin-op bad guy 
all his life - falling to his doom in 
arcade game Fix-it Felix Jr for thirty 
years - and now pines for a life of 
heroism (and a coveted gaming 
medal) in new first-person shooter 
Hero’s Duty. 

But as Ralph pursues his ticket for 
happiness, he unwittingly unleash¬ 
es a deadly enemy that threatens to 
infect every game in the arcade, 
and then tries to make amends 
after befriending troublesome 
computer ‘glitch’ - and wannabe 
Karting star - Vanellope (Sarah 


Silverman) in a bid for redemption. 

While the chemistry between the 
two characters is one of the movie’s 
most endearing qualities, comedic 
relief is also expertly cooked up 
with the supporting side dish duo 
of Felix (Jack McBrayer) and Jane 
Lynch’s (Glee) hard-nosed 
commander Calhoun, who are 
both trailing Ralph into the colour¬ 
ful gaming world of ‘Sugar Rush’ 


attempting to prevent an alien 
infestation. 

It still falls a tad short of the Pixar 
greats in the ingenuity stakes 
throughout its generally ‘paint-by- 
numbers’ duration, but despite the 
generic ‘sugar-coated’ finale, this 
slice of child-hood history is 
undoubtedly a success story for all 
ages. 

It also proves the legendary 


‘House of Mouse’ studio can still 
stand on its own two feet, by 
striking gold with the start of an 
exciting new franchise which 
undoubtedly has many more levels 
to conquer. 

One thing’s for sure - it’s 
definitely not ‘game over’ for Ralph 
and his legendary gaming pals.

1. The order will come into operation on 25th February 2013. 

2. The Order makes permanent a “Restricted Zone” on the lengths of road as detailed in 
the schedule below within which waiting by vehicles (including waiting for loading and 
unloading purposes) is prohibited at any time. The Restricted Zone allows for waiting 
and loading and unloading to be restricted without yellow lines and kerb markings 
being placed on the road.

No Waiting at Anytime No Loading at Anytime - The length of carriageway on 
George Street linking Wellington Street to Upper George Street. 

No Waiting at Anytime No Loading at Anytime - Wellington Street from its junction 
with George Street to a point 6 metres south of that junction. 

3. The usual exemptions will apply to statutory Undertakers and the Local Authority 
vehicles carrying out duties in exercise of their statutory powers, and also in the case 
of emergency vehicles. 

A copy of the Order, together with a plan showing the roads and lengths of roads affected 
and a Statement of the Council’s reasons for proposing to make the Order may be 
inspected at the Parking Shop at the Town Hall, Luton (public entrance in Gordon Street) 
between 9.00am and 4.30pm Monday to Friday. 

Any person wishing to question the validity of the Order or of any provision contained in 
them on the grounds that they are not within the powers contained in the above Act or 
any requirement of that Act or any regulation made under it has not been complied with in 
relation to the Order, may, within six weeks of the date on which the Order was made, 
apply to the High Court for this purpose.

VOLVO JOINS THE FOLD 

Volvo's C70 is a classy folding hard-top convertible with smart 
looks and a decent array of engines. 

The car is very well built and safe in typical Volvo fashion, a relaxing cruiser 
rather than a sharp driver's car. Its positioning in the market is also interesting, 
sitting above the mainstream offerings but below the premium models in 
terms of price. It could be just what you're looking for. 
In styling this car, the Swedish design team started with a coupe profile and 
then set about making a convertible out of it. As a result, with the hood in 
place, you probably wouldn't guess that the C70 is capable of flipping its lid. 
The rear deck isnt overly long (the usual giveaway of folding metal roof cars) 
and the roofline is smooth and beautifully integrated with the rest of the 
bodywork. The most recent visual changes are mainly cosmetic - more stylish 
headlamps, reshaped front wings, in-vogue LED tail lamps, a redesigned 
instrument panel and plusher fabrics. Otherwise, the recipe is 
mainly unchanged. 

Despite the recent introduction of rivals like Lexus 1 IS250C, 
Volvo still reckon that this is the only premium-badged folding 
metal roof convertible that can properly seat four adults 
in comfort. Saab and Audi rivals have fabric tops which 
will have security implications for owners in urban 
areas and in any case, they aren't quite as 
spacious for those in the rear. The boot capacity 
of the C70 is bigger too, at 404 litres with the roof 
up compared to 352 litres for the Saab and 315 litres 
for the Audi. With the roof down however, both 
rivals eclipse the Volvo (fabric takes less stowage 
space of course), so think carefully about how 
you're going to use the car.
